Of all /he offices a club member can hold, none 
! is more important than that of club reporter. Others 
may be as essential, but none carries more responsibil­ 
ity. 
When a person is elected to that position, he or 
she is entrusted with the activities of his organization 
via the local newspaper. This person has a big job to 
do. lf he does it well, it will reflect in the success of 
his organization's functions throughout the year. 
lf a club is constantly in the paper, it is sure to 
I be active, lf it is not always read about, one of two 
things must be wrong. Either the club is inactive, or 
the reporter is not doing his job. Many active organiza­ 
tions are obscure because their reporter is not keeping 
in proper contact with the newspaper. 
There must be at least a 
hundred organized 
groups in Medina County and therefore it is a physical 
impossibility for the Anvil Herald to send a reporter 
to their many meetings. Probably 95% of these groups 
elect a reporter and yet we are occasionally accused 


J of being prejudiced against a certain group because 
an account of their activities does not appear in the 
paper. 
Believe us, we have no prejudices against any 
organization 
working 
toward 
worthwhile 
causes 
whether they be civic clubs or social groups solely for 
entertainment purposes. But it arouses our ire when 
someone asks us why a story about their group hasn’t 
been in the paper when we haven t heard a word 
about it. 
So our suggestion for ail club members is this.

Tax Withholding Records 
Should Be Kept Current 


Taxpayers subject to withhold­ 
ing tax should be careful that 
their exemption records are cur­ 
rent, George K. DeShazo of the 
San Antonio office of the Internal 
Revenue Service warned today. 
One of the common difficulties 
experienced by the service 
is 
straightening out incorrect with­ 
holding tax certificates. 
Keeping one’s employer posted 
concerning exemption status be­ 
nefits both the employer and re­ 
venue service, DeShazo pointed 
out. 
It enables the employer to 
maintain accurate records in both 
his own bookkeeping accounts and 
in his payment of these taxes to 
the service. The revenue service 
is enabled to make more quickly 
accurate analysis of the taxpay­ 
er’s return. 
If a taxpayer’s exemptions have 
changed, he should obtain at once 
a new certificate (Form W-4), 
fill it out and return to his em­ 


ployer. This should be done im ­ 
mediately 
especially 
when de­ 
pendency changes have an appli­ 
cation to the current year. 
Such factors as marriage, di 
vorce, the birth of a child or 
assumption of the support of a 
recognized dependent may alter 
an individual’s tax status. 
Taxpayers who find that their 
withholding bracket does not sa­ 
tisfy their tax indebtedness may 
if they wish reduce or omit ex­ 
emption claims to increase with­ 
holding deductions to an annual 
total figure approximately satis­ 
fying their tax owed. 
Sim ilarly, 
persons with small additional in­ 
comes beyond that on which tax 
is withheld may follow this prac­ 
tice to avoid heavy tax payments 
at the April 15th deadline each 
year. 
Most employers will be able 
to advise employees on their ex­ 
emption status, DeSahzo said.
